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Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention.

Claims 1 and 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Johnson Controls (German #10150899.9). 

Figures 1-9 show a headrest 3 that is mounted to a main frame 1 such that 
the headrest moves to a position closer to an occupant when an actuator unit 16-18 
is triggered. 

Claims 1,6,7, and 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by Wiklund. 

Figure 2 shows structure as claimed, including a main frame 3, a headrest 
frame secured to an upper part of the main frame, and an actuator unit 17,18,23 
which is secured to the upper frame at 24 and which generates a driving force when 
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an impact occurs, as a result of the weight of an occupant bearing rearwardly, 
wherein the headrest is moved forwardly relative to the occupant. 

Note return springs 16, which also serve as a "deceleration mechanism". 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as 
set forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be 
patented and the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at 
the time the invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject 
matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was 
made. 

Claim 8 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Wiklund. 

Whether the, downwardly extending side portions of the headrest frame are in 
the form of tubular members or plates is considered a matter of design choice. 

Claims 2-5 and 10-12 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

Cuevas, Ruckert et al, Charras et al, Masuda et al and Humer et al show 
various features of the invention.
